Food Program 
Extended 
by Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


gress has passed and sent to the 
White House a two-year exten- 
sion of the food for peace pro- 
gram. It authorizes 
disposal 


overseas of more than $3;5 bil- 
lion of U.S. fa m surpluses. 


The Senate passed the exten- 


sion 54 to 11 Thursday after de- 
feating a move to eliminate a 
new ban on sales of American 
farm surpluses to Poland, Yu- 
goslavia and other communist 
nations for their currencies. 


The House approved the ex- 


tension Wednesday. 


Sen.s J. William Fulbright, D- 


Ark., and George S, McGovern, 
D-S.D., led a move to send the 
extension to Fulbright's Foreign 
Relations Committee so another 
effort could be made to remove 
what they called objectionable 
provisions. The moved failed 56 
to 24. 


Sen. Olin D. Johnston, D-S.C., 


floor manager for the bill, told 
Fulbright that the present ver- 
sion "is the best you are going 
to get." Johnston and 
Sen. 


George D. Aiken, R-Vt., said 
elimination of the ban would re- 
sult in the program being killed. 


Johnston noted that 
dollar 


sales for credit under low inte- 
rest loans would still be permit- 
ted to Poland and other ap- 
proved countries. 


President Johnson had asked 


a five-year extension of the pro- 
gram, under which more than 
$12 billion in farm surpluses 
have been sold overseas in the 
past decade.

Fulbright contended that the 


ban on deals with communist 
nations for their own currencies 
would reverse the recent U.S. 
policy of trying to develop inde- 
pendence from Soviet

"This is sham anti-commu- 


nism," Fulbright said. "It will 
please no one except the .com- 
munists in Moscow and the sup- 
er-patriots in the United States."
